It is confidently asserted that no one 


outside of the stockholders of the New- 


ark Savings Bank wil," lose a cent by 


the suspension of that institution 


The Homestead Building

and will resume business next week.

MR. LINGAFELTER FOUND.

Columbus, O., May 21.—James 
F. 


: Ijingafeiter, the Newark "bank cashier, 


was located at the Park View Sanitar- 


ium, where he is now under the care 


of Dr. Radebaugh, who says Mr. Ta'n- 


gafeller is suffering from nervous dis- 


order, but should be well in a couple 


of days. He will make no statement. 


"BOB" BLAMES MR SCHAUS. 


Special to The Advocate, 


Columbus, O, May 21.—Robert Lin- 


gafelter said to The Advocate corre 


-spondenll that his father w;is not short 


in his accounts, but that L. *\ Schaus 


decided to close the bank. 


The doors of the Newark Savings 


Bank were closed Saturday morning. 


All indications point to a shortage of 
anywhere from $20,000 to $45,000. 


At an early hour the report was cir- 


culated that the bank had closed and 
that the cashier, Mr. J. F. Liugafciter, 


had left Newark. People congregated 
in front of the bank on the north r.idc 


of the square in crowds. Many in the 
crowd were women, who had deposit- 


ed their all in the 
Institution, and 


these were fearful that they had lost 
their little possessions. 
Anticipating 


that the crowd might become excited 
and cause trouble, Officers Carroll and 
Zergeibel -were sent to the place anu 


patrolled up and down for some time. 
However, the people hero were" quiet 


and accepted the closing of the bank 
as a matter that cannot now be pro 


vented. All sorts of rumors wore cir 
culated, some to the effect that officers 


of the institution were ;:hort many 


thousands of dollars and that a par- 


ticular officer hae! left the city. There 


is no verification for these reports and 
Mr. Taafel, receiver for the bank, was 
not ready to make a statement to tho 
effect that there had actually been any 
dishonesty, although indications point 
to a shortage of Fon/e kind. 


About nine o'clock Saturday morn- 


ing a petilion praying for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the bank was 
filed with the- clerk of the 
common

hand and had cause to believe tha!
